Congress does, There currently is a bill pending in 
Congress asking that the metric system be installed 
throughout America during a Id-year period. 


He feels it is definitely in America's fuiure, noting 


that about 92 per cent of the world's population 
currently uses the metric system or is committed to 
conversion to it. The system measures length, area 
and volume in meters, capacity in lilers and mass and 
weight in grams. It would have a major affect on 
several olhcr aspects of American lives, such as buy- 
ing canned goods or liquids. 


One kilometer is about six-tenths of a mile. To con- 


vert miles to kilometers, you multiply the number of 
miles by 1.81.

Agnew Claims He's 
Victim Of 'Smear'

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice 


President Spiro T. Agnew has 
accused Justice Department of- 
ficials of subjecting him to a 
campaign of smear publicity 
and trial by headline in "a clear 
and 
outrageous 
effort'* 
to 


influence a federal grand jury 
investigating him. 


But the Justice Department 


said there is no evidence to 
support Agiicw's claim. 


Referring to reports he said 


he believed were leaked to the 
news media, Agnew declared 
Tuesday that he had to assume 
"that some Justice Department 
officials have decided to indict 
me in the press whether or not 
the evidence supports their 
position."

An Overlooked 
Washington Immunity 


Since the Watergate Committee set 


up shop in February 
and 
later 


Archibald Cox was named a special 
prosecutor to pursue the 1972 bugging 
specialists through the criminal court, 
the major debate in and out of the 
Washington establishment has cen- 
tered on Nixon's refusal to disclose 
White House notes and tapes relating 
to the incident. 


The President relies heavily upon 


the doctrine of executive privilege. 
Most of the public, including die hard 
Republicans, feels this is pushing loo 
far what appeals as an arcane theory 
to the average person. The man on the 
street takes the position if there is 
nothing to hide, then open the closet. 


The argument has received so much 


attention that it is understandable for 
the public, columnists and electronic 
commentators to have no awareness 
that Nixon and most Presidents before 
him are not asserting an immunity 
exclusive to the White House. 


The same privilege attaches to 


Congress. The Constitution provides 
"for 
any speech or debate in either 


House shall not be questioned in any 
other place." 


Without benefit of express Constitu- 


tional sanction, the judiciary consis- 
tently raises this confidentially as. an 
inherent power to conduct its affairs 
antedating the Norman conquest of 
England. 


Last 
year 
the Supreme .Court 


delivered an opinion construing the 
Congressional immunity clause which 
raised a certain hubbub that quickly 
faded once the Watergate matter 
began to mesh into high gear. 


In June, 1971, Senator Mike Gravel, 


an Alaskan Democrat and arch foe of 
the Viet Nam campaign, called a late 
evening meeting of the Subcommittee 
on Buildings and Grounds of the 
Senate's Public Works Committee. 


He read a summary of the Pentagon 


Papers and then introduced all 47 
volumes into the record.

Leonard Rodberg, negotiated a deal 
with the Beacon Press, a commercial 
publishing firm, to reproduce the 
Papers in book form. 


The Justice Department immedia- 


tely convened a grand jury to sub- 
poena Rodberg to testify as to how he 
uncovered the documents which the 
Pentagon had labelled as top secret. 


Gravel intervened to protest Rod- 


berg's interrogation. 


The federal district refused to quash 


the subpoena but did issue an order 
forbidding 
the 
government 
from 


asking Rodberg about activities un- 
dertaken at Gravel's direction. The 
order applied to other witnesses and to 
Gravel. 


The protective order, however, did 


not extend to the private publication of 
the Papers. 


Both the appeals court and the 


Supreme 
Court 
sustained 
the 


conclusion that while the disclosure to 
a committee having nothing to do with 
national defense or foreign affairs is 
privileged, once Gravel took 
the 


documents outside the official record 
into private publication he lost his 
Congressional immunity. 


A 
vigorously 
worded 
dissent 


complained the majority took too 
rfarrow a view of the immunity clause. 


Historically, its purpose has been to 


protect legislators from reprisal for 
taking action distasteful to the execu- 
tive gr 
judicial branches. Their 


sources of information should be con- 
fidential so as to allow a free hand in 
the legislative process. 


The most common application of the ' 


doctrine, ironically enough, is the 
exemption from libel or slander in 
speeches delivered on the floor or 
contained in documents introduced in- 
to the House and Senate records. The 
late Senator Joseph McCarthy went so 
far in that regard 20 years ago that 
some of his colleagues thought 
seriously of a Constitutional amend- 
ment to curb the abuse of what is es- 
sentially a sound theory. 


A further irony in the Gravel case 


was the Court's subsequent refusal to 
ban the New York Times and others 
from publishing the Pentagon Papers. 
The Court held they contained stale 
information -which could not aid a 
foreign power and, in substance, if the 
Papers did leave the Pentagon with 
some egg on its face, no great harm 
could be visited upon the nation's 
military effort. 


Another contrast in the Gravel 


decision was the failure or refusal of a 
Congressional majority to protest in 
Gravel's behalf. 


Were the case to come up today, it 


would be an odd's on bet the change in 
the.political wind generated by Wa- 
tergate would spawn a dramatically 
voiced opposing view. 


The decision is one of those 50-50 


disputes in which the onlooker's per- 
sonal leaning plays the decisive vote. 


Logically, the Gravel ruling follows 


the results reached in recent prosecu- 
tions of two members of Congress. 


In 
1966 
the 
Court 
held 
that 


Congressman Johnson accepting a 
bribe to make a speech in Congress 
was immune from prosecution. About 
the time it delivered the Gravel 
opinion, the Court held that former 
Senator Owen Brewster of Maine could 
be prosecuted for .soliciting and ac- 
cepting bribes. 


The difference.' is the hair line 


differentiation in saying Johnson was 
going 
through 
the 
motions 
of 


stimulating legislative action, whereas 
Brewster was simply on the make. 


Though both men, in common with 


Gravel, sought to abuse the privilege, 
the Court follows a lay altitude which 
tolerates sweet sin and comes down 
with all four feet'on other falls from 
grace, 


Tactically, Nixon is hurting himself 


by an overly starchy position on the 
Watergate tapes, but ho is not the only 
one to press a privilege too far. 


As early as 18!I8 Enrico Forlanini in
